This Gen. Wilde did nithout

In Business Again. 


P. A. Green (Prince Albert) has opened 


up a new barber shop on North Main 
street, three doors north of Brewer's bak- 
ery, where he will sling the festive razor 
with all his old-time skill. Give him yonr 
patronage, for he is n deserving yonnff 
sum. 


Decatur presents a curious and strange 


spectacle to-day, and in consequence of 
the present condition of things, doubtless 
caused by the non-appearance of the fes- 
tive groundhog yesterday, business in all 
branches of trade is practically at a stand- 
still. Yesterday morning we were visited 
by a light fall of snow and along about 
noon rain and sleet began to cover the 
streets and buildings with 


AN ICY COAT. 


As early last evening as eight o'clock 


the trees and wires hung low with a weight 
of ice, and people wending their way 
homeward had to walKin snow and water 
and ice, shoe-top deep, and were also com- 
pelled to stoop under branches of trees 
that hung low over the pavements. It 
was ono of tho worst nights experienced 
by the oldest inhabitants, and many pre- 
dictions were made that great damage 
would result to property before morning. 


THE SCENE TO-DAY 


presented to view on every hand is one 
difficult to describe. Tall oaks, ever- 
greens and small trees in all parts of the 
city are weighted down with ice that 
clings to them tenaciously—all presenting 
a sight beautiful to behold. Hundreds 
of trees, in the park, on the various street^ 
and in residence lots, are stripped of the 
weaker branches. In some quarters it 
looks as if the ice king had tried to do 
his worst in causing damage to trees. 


THE WIBES DOWN. 


Probably the greatest damage by the 


ice was inflicted upon tho Western Union 
Telegraph company and the Central Tel 
ephone exchange. The telegraph wires, 
coated with a band of ice over one inch 
in diameter, with fringes of icicles, hang 
nearly to the ground where they are not 
dislodged entirely. 
So great was the 


weight of ice on the net-work of wires in 
front of Leiby Bros.' bakery and at Fleu- 
ry's corner that the pole in front oi 
Leiby's broke off near the ground and 
fell flat in the street, and tho cross-bars 
of the poles at Fleury's and iu front oi 
Einstein's store broke off and fell parl 
way to the pavement. On North Water 
and along the route leading from tho tel- 
egraph office poles and wires are down— 
a lot of the wires barring entrance to the 
First M. E. church. The railroad tele- 
graph wires on (ill roads leading out o: 
the city are mostly nil broken down ant 
rendered useless for transmitting mes 
sages regulating the running of trains. 
They have no communication whatever 
out of the Illinois Central telegraph 
office, and nearly the same condition of 
things exists at the Wabash and other 
offices. Early this morning the line re- 
pairers went to work fixing up the wires, 
but it is not likely that the work will be 
completed for a week at least. Most of 
the trains will be run on time and at a 
slow rate of speed, so that accidents may 
be prevented. The Central train from 
the south came in 30 minutes late, and 
the "cannon ball" from the west arrived 
an hour late. None of the Wabash trains 
from the east had arrived until noon. 
The street railway track is frozen over 
from end to end and the cars are motion- 
less, with one off the track. 


Equal damage was done to the tele- 


phone poles nnd wires. This morning 
there were but 49 of the 152 separate 
wires in working order. The KEPUBI.I- 
OAN'S wire held its own and communica- 
tion was had with the Central office. 
Grocers and others who had regular cus- 
tomers to supply with goods to-day were 
compelled to call around in person and 
take orders. The members of the tele- 
phone repair gang got out early and com- 
menced picking up the ice-coated wires 
and placing them in coils preparatory to 
putting them on the poles, scores of 
which fell down during the night. 


THE DAMAGE 


to the wires and business generally can- 
not be .approximated. It has been enor- 
mous, and if the ice visitation was gen- 
eral, millions of dollars will not restore 
what was destroyed during the freezing, 
snapping hours of last night. 


WATEH EVEHYV.TTEBE. 


AH of the roofs of business hcnwes in 


tho city were coveted \vith a thick layer 
of snow and ice yesterday, and last 
night 
the 
rain 
fell and 
increased 


tho 
weight, 
so . thai 
spouts 
were 


choked up 
in many 
instances and 


consequently theio were innumerable 
leakages. The BErrnurAN office roof 
was relieved of its great weight of ice and 
snow last evening at eight o'clock by 
means of a shovel in the hands of a 
darkey, so that this office experienced no 
damage. At Abel & Locke's store wnter 
dripped from the roof through the three 
floors, and this morning holes were bored 
in the lower floor to let the water into the 
cellar. At Hatch & Bro's dry goods 
store, water flowed in through the rear 
doors, and the deluge was sufficient to 
keep the clerks busy for several hours. 
Part of the flooring at the rear was torn 
up to let the water rear-h the cellar. At 
the New Doming hotel the roof of the 
dining room and kitchen caused consider- 
able damage. The sign and cornice at 
Pearl's establishment fell down during the 
night, and the sign was broken. The 
store room occupied by A. Clerk and 
Peake & Son, on Merchant street, was 
flooded with water at the rear. Shively's 
photograph gallery got a ducking, and a 
$25 painting was ruined. The weight of 
ice and water on the roof of F. L. Hays 
& Go's store caused a leak, the water 
dripping in steady streams. Business at 
the "Bon Ton" photograph gallery, on 
the third floor, is suspended, but fortu- 
nately no damage to the Hays stock of 
goods resulted. There is scarcely an im- 
perfect-roof in town but what succumbed 
to the weight more or less. The water 
leaked through the slate roof at one cor- 
ner of the First M. E. church, causing 
slight damage. There is a lake of water 
in the basement of Stapp's-chapel, caused 
by water getting in through the lecture 
room doors. There is plenty of water in 
the cellar at Haworth & Sons' check 
rower factory, and some got in at the cof- 
fin factory. The fifth ward sewer is 
choked up, and the back water fills the 
streets and gutters. The business streets 
and gutters np town are also filled with 
water, the frozen sections of the same 
keeping the water standing in pools and 
and preventing it running into the sewers. 
During the night the aged trees in the W. 
J. Usrey lot on North Church street were 
badly broken. The branches fell right 
and left, ono crashing through on* of the 


glass and all, and another of greater 
weight fell with a crash and broke in the 
weather-boarding. 
Trees near dwelling 


biouses in all parts of the city were bro- 
ken off, the branches falling and causing 
more or less damage. Trees in various 
parts of the city have been stripped of 
their branches during the forenoon. Soon 
after 12 o'clock nearly every telegraph 
pole on Cerro Gordo street, east of Frank- 
in street, fell with a crash. 


Tte telegraph poles on East Main 


street toppled over this afternoon. 


The Sangamon river is "reported bank 


full. The ice is breaking badly and piling 
down with the current in immense chunks, 
;o the great danger of the bridges. 


Death of BacBon N. Henkle. 


The death of Benson N. Henkle, one of 


the old residents of Decatur, occurred 
ihis morning at 5 o'clock, at the family 
residence, in the 67th year of his age. 
Some days ago be contracted a severe 
cold, and died of pneumonia. The de- 
ceased was born in Pendleton county, 
Virginia, in 1816, and was married to 
Margaret Farrell at Springfield, 111., in 
June, 1840. Ho went to Springfleld in 
the year 1837. He came to Decatur about 
1855, and has resided here ever since. Ho 
leaves a widow and five children, Mrs. 
James W. Haworth, Mrs. W. E. Win- 
holtz, Mrs. Charles M. Allison, Miss Lena 
Henkle and Frank Henkle. The deceas- 
ed was a brother of Mr. Enos M. Henkle, 
of Springfield, and also a brother of the 
late J. C. Henkle, of the same place. The 
occupation of the deceased was that of 
an engineer. He was a practical machin- 
ist, and withal an excellent citizen. He 
was the first engineer of the Decatur 
water works, and during his lifetime was 
connected with several mills in the same 
capacity. He was an honored member of 
the order of Odd Fellows. 


The funeral will take place from the 


tabernacle on Monday afternoon at 2 
oclopk.
